JESUS CHRIST" 


G A L A T I A N S 6:14. 
T H E C R O S S O F OUP L O R O J E S U S CH RIST. 


Ever since Jesus Christ 
suffered for our sins 
the cross 
has been a sacred and most significant emblem to ait Christian 
believers. 
It was a sacred symbol long before Christ was 
born, for it was used in the religious rites of the ancient 
Egyptians, Persians, Assyrians and other nations. 
But now it 
has received a far more definite and certain sacredness by 
the death of Christ upon it. 
No word in human language has 
become more universally known than this word, for all the 
history of the world since the 
death 
of 
C hrist has 
been 
measured bv the distance which separates events from it. 


The cross is an emblem of suffering. 
It was used early 
in the history of the world as a method of punishment. 
I he 
Roman citizen was exempt from this form of death, it being 
considered the death of a slave. 
The suffering of death by 
crucifixion was accompanied by the most excruciating pain. 
This was caused from inflammation in the jagged nail wounds, 
excessive bleeding, high fever, the strained position of the 
body, intense thirst, and often hours of agony before death 
occurred. 
The victim of crucifixion literally died a thousand 


deaths. 


Of the thousands who thus were crucified, the Son of 
Man was numbered. 
For “ thus it behooved Christ to suffer,” 
“ the just for the unjust.” 
“ He is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief” . . . . 
“yet we did esteem him stricken, smitted of God, and afflict­ 
ed .” 
“He was oppressed and he was afflicted, yet he opened 
not his mouth: he is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and 
as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he opened not 
his m outh.” 


But his cross was not only an emblem of suffering but 
became an emblem of redemption. As the constellation of 
the Southern Cross is the lowest in the heavens so Christ 
stooped the lowest, even to the death of the cross, that he 
might lift and “make the vilest 
sinner 
clean 
and 
bring 


“ many sons unto glory.” 


Tins redemption was purchased and is receivable rn a 
two-fold experience. 
We read that Jesus 
‘was delivered 
for our offenses, and was raised again for our JUSTIFICA­ 
TION. 
Rom. 4 :2 5 . 
But 
further 
we 
read - “Wherefore 
fesus also, that he might SANCTIFY the people with his own 


blood, suffered without the gate.* 
Hob. 
13:12. 
Again— 
“God so loved the WORLD . . . that it might not PERISH.” 
Jn. 3: 16. 
But “Christ also loved the CHURCH . 
. . that 
he might SANCTIFY and cleanse it.” 
Eph. 5 :2 5 -2 6 . 
Christ 
died to justify the offending sinner and to sanctify the be­ 
liever; to save the world from perishing and to sanctify and 
cleanse the church, his people. 


The cross, likewise, is a symbol of that which is lasting 
and eternal. 
I he heavens and the earth, which are the works 
of God’s hands, shall perish and wax old as a garment; hut 
that which the cross symbolizes shall endure forever. 
The 
writer of the book of Hebrews states that “yet once more I 
(G od) shake not the earth only, but also heaven, ’ thus signify­ 
ing the removing of things which can be shaken, as are all 
things material; “ that those things which cannot be shaken,’ 
the gospel system represented by the cross, 
may remain.’* 
Material things will wax old, turn to dust and perish but the 
cross of Christ is the “ Blest Rock of A ges” which can never 
be moved. 
No wonder we sing with the poet: 


“ In the cross of Christ I glory 
low rmg o ’er the w recks of time; ’
